Having been unwell for some time, 
Mr. Bancroft, about three weeks ago, 
went to the Hahnemann Hospital, for 
a period of careful observation, with 
the ultimate purpose of undergoing 
aii operation, if conditions seemed to 
warrant such a proceeding. The ob- 


- serrations of the surgeons gave no 
occasion for apprehension, and a pre- 
liminary operation resulted success- 
fully. 
Tuesday, the main operation 
was performed, and. the succeeding 
conditions were "fairly promising un- 
til Thursday morning. 
Then came 
the sudden change, and he expired in 
a short time.

Samuel Bancroft, Jr., was born 
January 2-1, 1840, at Rockford, which 
is now part of Wilmington. He was 
a son of Joseph and Sarah Poole 
Bancroft. 
His father was a native 


of Manchester, Eng., and a member 
of the same family from which the 
great American historian was de- 
scended. His maternal ancestors for 
three generations were Delawareans, 
native and "to the manor born, the 
fourth having been Pennsylvanians. 
After receiving " an education two 
years at the school of Sanroel Alsop 
and two years at the classical acad- 
emy T. Clarkson Taylor, in Wilming- 
- :ton, Mr. Bancroft ..entered the cotton 
mills of his father at Rockford, and 
there worked for several years in the 
various mechanical departments. 
In 


3859-60, when the bleaching and fin- 
ishing departments were added to the 
mills, he took sole charge of them. 
In 1865 he was admitted to the firm, 
which then became Joseph Bancroft 
& Sons. At present the business is 
owned and conducted by .the" Joseph 
Bancroft & Sons Company, formed in 
1889, 
&t which Mr. Bancroft was 
president up to the time of his death.

A' Teacher at Bierut, Syria, Writes 
of Trip During Outbreak of War 


HEARTBREAKING FAREWELLS 


Of Stalwart Young Men and Their 


. Loved Ones Witnessed—Com- 


rades Arrested as Spies. 


[The following description of a 
trip through Europe at the outbreak 
of the present European war, was 
written for The Gazette by A. M. 
Billman, who, for several years has 
been an instructor in the Syrian Prot- 
estant College, at 
Beirut, Syria. 
In August, 1913, Mr Billman wrote 
a letter for The> Gazette describing a 
trip through Palestine. 
In April, 
1914, he and a number of the instruc- 
tors of the college at Beirut took an- 
other trip through Palestine and 
when near the Sea of Galilee they 
were attacked by a number of shep- 
herds and robbed. One of their party 
was wounded and had to be carried 
for a number of miles. 
They later 
recovered most of the money that 
had been stolen from them.

Taking it for granted that people 
prefer to hear what is to be seen on a j 
trip rather than what "great and 
sublime" thoughts were provoked in 
the toind of the traveler, I am going 
to set down a simple narrative of my 
three-month jaunt of the past sum- 
mer. 


On July llth, eight of us teachers, 
with the carefree spirits of boys let 
out of school, took possession of the 
prow deck of a Mediterranean steam- 
er bound for the City of the Golden 
Horn. Who would sleep in a cabin 
in such weather, with such a bright 
full moon shining on the matchless 
blue Mediterranean? 
Lying flat on 
the deck, we were gently rocked to 
sleep under the open sky—sleep so 
deep that only the rattling of the an- 
chor chain early next' morning told 
us that we were already at Larnaka, 
Cyprus 
As we could not go ashore 
and as little of the country could be 
seen from the ship, we were not sorry 
when the anchor was raised and we 
started off for Rhodes. 
Almost all 
day we were in full view of the rug- 
ged mountainous coast of Cyprus. 
Upon leaving the shelter of these 
hills we struck "contrary winds" and 
soon began to lose all our poetic feel- 


for- the Blue Mediterranean. 
Again we lay down on our deep-sea 
cradle but its motion had anything 
but a sleep producing effect. No one 
was troubled by such mundane things 
as "what shall we eat?" 
But all 
strove to lie quiet and thus steady 
the crazy ship. A few dashes of salt 
spray made all feel quite travel-sea- 
soned but a more inisistant dash led 
to new thoughts that were entirely 
blotted out by a tremendous slap and 
swish as old Neptune himself came 
on board. Wet, miserable and sick, 
all made a dash for lower quarters 
to escape the next onslaught, leaving 
all baggage perishable and otherwise 
to its fate, for the simple reason that 
nobody had strength enough left to 
carry anything in the line of excess 
baggage. Just then another big one 
came on with a slap and a shock that 
sent spray half way to the stern of 
the ship. After several hours of this 
the sea grew quieter and once more 
our party regained enough vitality 
and interest in life to enjoy a half- 
hour stop at Rhodes 
Even our ap- 
petite returned at the sight of mel- 
other delicacies 
for sale by the 
islanders.

In 1866 Mr. Bancroft was elected 


to the House of Representatives of 
the General Assembly frpm New Cas- 
tle County on the Republican ticket, 
being a resident of Christiana hun- 
dred. 
He served during the session 


of 1867. He was a candidate for re- 
election in 1S68, but the entire Re- 
publican ticket was defeated in New 
Castle County at that election. On 
each occasion he ran large"j- ahead of 
his ticket. 
Afterwards- ha left the 


Republican party, he z.ever having 
voted for its candidate for President 
or for Congress sines 18OS, differing 
most radically from the policy of that 
party in relation to the tariff and 
other public questions, especially in 
regard to the constitutionally reserv- 
ed rights of the States and the ques- 
tion of legal tender. 
In 1894 Mr. 


Bancroft was the Democratic nomi- 
nee for Representative in Congress, 
but the entire Democratic ticket was 
defeated. 


Mr. Bancroft took great interest 


in all public affairs, being especially 
interested in the city's park system 
and its development. He had been a 
member of the Board of Park Com- 
missioners since 1895, having been 
reappointed continuously at the ex- 
piration of each term of six years. He 
was last reappointed in 1912 and his 
present term, had he lived, would 
have expired in 1918. 


Mr. Bancroft largely aided a popu- 


ar movement a few years ago which 
lad for its object the honoring of 
the memory of the late Hon. Thomas 
F. Bayard and which resulted in the 
erection of a magnificent memorial 
statute of Mr. Bayard in Rockford 
Park. 


Deeply appreciative of literature 


and the fine arts, Mr. Bancroft was 
keenly interested in their development 
and was the possessor of many fine 
paintings.

When to Turn Cover Crop Under 
The state at which a cover crop 


should be turned under depends up- 
on the soil, weather conditions, and 
the crop that is to follow. 
Where 


corn is to be planted on crimson 
clover land, the clover should be 
turned under just when the bloom 
begins to appear. 
The crop at this 


stage will contain about the maxi- 
mum amount of plant food. Besides 
it will decay much more readily than 
if permitted to reach full maturity. 
It may be necessary to turn the clo- 
ver under a little earlier, in order to 
get the corn planted at the proper 
time.

In these great cathedrals, 
as well as in the wayside shrine and 
holy places, one sees soldiers, sailors, 
peasants, officers, shop girls and peo- 
ple of rank pressing eagerly for- 
ward to kiss the crucifix in the hands 
of Father Vasili or Father Nikon. 
Thousands of people write names of 
loved ones for whom they wish pray- 
ers to be offered and g'ive them to 
the priest. 
Vast sums are spent in

that outrival Solomon's Temple. 


War was declared while I was go- 


ing up the Volga and at once great 
numbers of men left their homes 
for recruiting points.

stop the same heart-breaking fare- 
wells took place between stalwart 
young men and their loved ones who 
tried their best to be brave, though, 
by sad experience, they felt little 
hope that they would ever see their 
soldier sons and husbands come back 
across the plains.

With Rye as a Cover Crop

State College Appropriation 


Harrisburg, April 20.—The ap 
propriations committee of the Housi 
and Senate have agreed to grant $650, 
000 to the University of Pittsburgh 
$900,000 to the University of Penn 
sylvania, and $900,000 to State Col 
lege. 
The University of Pittsburgh 


is given an increase of $250,000 over 
two years ago, and the University o 
Pennsylvania is given an increase o 
$80,0.00, while State College .is grant- 
ed $d25,uOO less.than, two years ago 
Of the amount granted to State Co.l- 
lege. two years ago, $375,000 was for 
buildings and $20,000 for sewerage 
leaving $830,000 for maintenance 
* 
» 
* 
* 


Despite the fact that-the State is 
pledged in the .act creating State 
College to maintain; despite the, dec- 
laration pf the Republican jparty in 
its last. platform to give State a lib- 
eral appropriation, and regardless of 
the fact that Governor Brumbaugh at 
the opening of the session said that 
he proposed to carry out the platform 
plank relating to the college, the ap- 
propriations committees of the Leg- 
islature have reduced the appropria- 
tion. State College requested more 
than $2,000,000 because of the de- 
mands made upon it by the youth of 
the State. During the past two years 
the college has had to turn away be- 
tween 350 and 400 boys who wished 
to procure an education there. Dur- 
ing the past year over 3,300 students, 
representing every county in the 
State, were accommodated, but to do 
this the college had to be pushed al- 
most beyond its capacity. Because of 
the inadequacy of its class rooms, 
teaching had to be done at night. 
State College has no other source 


of revenue than the Commonwealth 
ind the appropriation this year mere- 
ly provides for maintenance, allow- 
ing nothing for growth. The attend- 
ance has been growing, but it will.be 
necessary for State this .year to close 
its doors against many pupils. * * * 


The Legislature of two years ago 
admitted the claims of State College, 
as preferred over other institutions 
of the State. Governor John K. Ten- 
er insisted that the Legislature ap- 
propriate a large sum to the institu- 
:ion, declaring that it should be tak- 
en cafe of before other institutions 
of similar character. 


A great protest has. reached the 
egislature from friends of State Col- 
ege against the small appropriation 
granted this year. They demand that 
he college be treated with as much 
iberality as the University of'Pitts- 
)urgh and the University of Pennsyl- 
ania. They will carry their fight to 
he Governor, depending upon his 
jledge to secure for them a greater 
appropriation.

WASHINGTON LETTER 


Interesting Notes From Our Cor- 


respondent at National Capital. 
Washington, D. C., April 27.— 
President Wilson plans to have an- 
other week of partial recreation, in 
which visitors will be scarce. 
Most 


of the time will be given to the Euro- 
pean situation and conditions in the 
far East, where China is struggling 
to resist the demands of Japan. 
Both the White House and the 
State Department have 
maintained 
inscrutable silence concerning the 
Japanese situation ever since the 
original demands were sent to China 
more than three months ago. The 
President and Secretary Bryan have 
repatedly refused tO'discuss the situ- 
ation or its possible effects upon the 
present relations between this coun- 
try and Japan. In spite of this sil- 
ence, it is known that officials of the 
administration have been greatly per- 
turbed at the attitude of the Mikado 
and his ministers because of their 
attempts to appropriate a slice of 
China while the attention of the 
world has been rivited upon Europe. 
The President has already intimat- 
ed to China that she must relinquish 
nothing to Japan which would con- 
travene American treaties or Amer- 
ican interests in the slumbering re- 
public. At the same time Japan has 
been notified that this government 
will not approve her proposed aggres- 
sions. 
In spite of attempts which 
have been circulated from Japanese 
sources to prove that the United 
States is not opposed to Japan's pres- 
ent eastern policy, it is known that 
the American administration is greajt- 
ily irritated at the persistent manner 
in which the Mikado has been at- 
tempting to force his demands on 
China at the end of bayonets while 
most of her protectors are busy at 
war.

DIFFERENCE IN SITTING HENS 


Some Fowls Aro Lacking in Hen Sense 


and Do Not Cover Their Eggs 


in Proper Manner. 


Some hens of course mate better 


mothers than others, hut more than 
this, some are much better than oth- 
ers for sitting itself, according to a 
subscriber to Wallace's Farmer. Two 
hens were each given an egg to cover 
while waiting for the sitting ot eggs 
to come, and when the eggs arrived 
two or three days later the two eggs 
In the nests were taken out and bro- 
ken. The egg from hen No. 1 showed 
a third less development than the egg 
under hen No. 2. As the first five 
days are the most important time in 
the sitting period, indications were 
that hen No. 2 would hatch out more 
chicks than hen No. 1. These results 
were indicated by the behavior of the 
two hens. 


Hen No. 1 seemed to be lacking 


(said the owner) in hen sense. 
She 


felt the fever of broodiness, but ap- 
parently didn't know what was the 
matter with her, only she wanted to 
sit, and she sat. When she was taken 
oft the nest for food and water, she 
continued to sit, gluing herself to the 
floor like a lump of putty, picking up 
the corn within her range, but mak- 
ing no effort to get what lay out of 
reach. 


Hen No. 2 had work to do, and In- 


tended to do it. When take from her 
nest she expressed dissatisfaction, but 
noting that her breakfast was ready, 
she ate and drank, spread her feath- 
ers, stretched her muscles, and went 
back to her nest. No. 1 had to be 
put back. 
People sometimes think 


that to be hen-hatched means well 
hatched; it doesn't always work out 
that way; much depends on the qual- 
ity of the hen as an incubator.

Illustration Shows How Ten Acres 


May Be Laid Out for Best Results 


—Ample for One Man. 


A poultry farm of ten acres is am- 


ple for a one-man establishment and 
a good living can be made on it 
The 


Illustration shows how the ten-acre 
poultry farm may be laid out for the 
best results. Five thousand chickens, 
500 of them breeders, could be com- 
fortably carried on this farm when it 
was running at its full capacity. 


There are three breeding houses, 


counting the cockerel house, and three 
laying houses 
Each laying house is 


calculated to hold 1,500 laying hena, 
writes Chesla C. Sherlock in Farm and 
Home. 
They may be built on any 


scheme 
acceptable to 
the 
owner. 


There is also a brooder house which 
should accommodate 1,000 chicks at 
one time. 
The dwelling house and 


farm barn complete the 
outlay of 


buildings for the place. 


It is planned to have from eighty to 


one hundred fruit trees, although 
there could be more. There are two 
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Lay-Out of Poultry Farm. 


large fields which could be alternated 
with the usual farm crops, the larger 
one having ten colony houses for the 
growing stock. 


There is also a garden, a pasture 


and a runway for the cockerels. A 
large share of the grain consumed by 
the poultry could be raised on such a 
place and there should be a good sur- 
plus revenue from the sale of garden 
and 
fruit 
product?. 
The detailed 


scheme of the farm is left to be 
worked out according to one's wishes. 


WATCH FOR DROOPY CHICKS 


White Diarrhea Is Most Destructive 


During First Ten Days After Hatch- 


ing—Remove Ailing Bird. 


Watch the brooder closely for the 


droopy chicks, especially during the 
first ten days after hatching, for it is 
during this period that white diarrhea 
is most destructive. As a rule the 
chicks are hatched with it, and it 
usually develops in from four to six 
days. 


Take each droopy chick from the 


brooder as soon as discovered, and be 
careful to scald drinking vessels and 
change the scratching litter. 


After the first week the chicks are 


not as susceptible to this disease, and 
will not immediately take it from one 
having it. 


By following this plan the majority 


of the hatch may be saved. 


Great Laying Strains. 


Not every hen hatched from a great 


laying strain will be a great layer. In 
the national egg-laying contest, one 
hen has been on the Job two years 
and never laid an egg. 


Fatten Before Marketing. 


Spring chickens, like other poultry 


for sale, should be fattened before be 
ing put on market, and the milk-fed 
chioV mnV*>q speedy growth.

Cover Crop ana ury Weather 
It is sometimes advisable to turn 
under a cover crop earlier on account 
of the soil being in good condition, 
whereas if put off for a few days or

.he cover crop under earlier, regard- 
ess of the stage of growth.

Big Celebrations Planned For May 


1st, Universal Suffrage Day 


Harrisburg, April 26—Plans for 


May 1st, Universal Suffrage Day, are 
maturing throughout the State, and, 
according to a statement issued from 
the State headquarters of the suf- 
fragists here today, all indications 
point to big demonstrations in every 
town and city. 


In Philadelphia the day will be ob- 


served with what promises to be the 
biggest suffrage parade ever held in 
the East. 
Thousands of men and 


women have pledged themselves to 
march. 
Dr. Anna Howard Shaw, 
president of the national suffrage as- 
sociation, will lead the parade on 
foot. 


In Pittsburgh, thousands of suf- 


frage workers and sympathizers will 
rally in the square next to the Court 
House on Grant Street. Gaily deco- 
rated booths are to be erected there 
from which a corps of 25 women 
speakers will hold forth from noon 
until 2 o'clock. Officials of the local 
suffrage association will parade in 
decorated automobiles from the head- 
quarters in tlie Jenkins Arcade to the 
speakers' booths. 


In the smaller towns and cities, 
the suffragists will hold mass meet- 
ings and parades. The local suffrage 
associations in some of them will also 
install "suffrage melting pots" to 
help swell the campaign fund.
